, portions to bre ak the German blockade in the war and 
keep the entente supplied with foodstuffs, munitions 
and supplies has been determined on by President 
Wilson and his advisers as America's first physical 
step in the conflict. 
Pliable now to send an army into the trenches, 
the president believes the United States can do great- 
, cr service bv providing necessaries for the armies 
fi now at the fighting front. 
Officials long have been at work on such a plan, 
* Gut not until today was it revealed how great is the 
importance attached to it. B y fall the campaign will 
be in full swing. 
Many officials believe it may re- 
suit in entirely breaking up Germany’s campaign of 
' ruthlessness.
